says: 
"The first hour of to-day's 
session of court, before which the Gra- 
ham murder case is being tried, was oc- 
cupied by the reading of Peter Hawk- 
ins' testimony. 
Julia Stokes, a seam- 
stress, and Constable O'Neil were next 
examined and corroborated 
Hawkins' 
evidence regarding many secret meetings 
between Graham and Mrs. Molloy." 


S P R I N G F I E L D , Mo,, March 22.—That 
the preliminary examination of Mrs. 
Emma Molloy and Cora (Lee) Graham, 
•as accessories in the murder of Sarah 
(for which crime George E. Graham is 
now confined in the jail of this county,) 
should arouse the interests of thousands 
of men and women throughout the coun- 
try is not to be wondered at when it is 
considered that Mrs. Molloy has for the 
past fifteen years been prominently be- 
fore the public and has befen awarded a 
place of distinction as tlie most eloquent 
and magnetic female orator iu America. 
Her fort is revival meetings and temper- 
ance crusades, and wherever she went 
her converts were numbered by hun- 
dreds. 
In the temperance campaigns of 
Ohio and Indiana she attained special 
prominence, and in a tour of England a 
few years ago she electrified the slow- 
going inhabitants of the Isle of Britain 
and won laurels only less to be prized 
than those bestowed, both before and 
since, in her own country. 


At the time of her arrest as an access- 
ory in the terrible crime of murder, she 
was engaged in the conduct of an unu- 
sually successful revival at Peoria, 111., 
and the developments of her trial thus 
far have been such as to shock 
those 
who believed in the purity of her char- 
acter. 


It is unnecessary to enter into the de- 
tails as to the other members of the trio 
upon whom public attention is centered 
at this time. 
Cora Lee is Mrs. Molloy's 
foster-daughter, and George 
Graham, 
who married Cora while he had a wife 
back in Indiana, is a protege who came 
into the family about four years ago,and 
whose acquaintance with the woman 
grew into an unholy intimacy that led 
first to bigamj' and then to wife murder 
—in 
both of 
which 
they are be- 
lieved to be accessories. 
Graham's 
life 
has 
become 
well 
known 
through the publication of the details of 
the sensational events of the past few 
weeks, and although the reputation of 
the Malloy household for some years 
past has not been free from BUBpicions 
that are being daily confirmeil by the 
testimony adduced at the preliminary 
examination of the two women, yet the 
public will hardly be prepared for the 
startling revelations contained in a state 
ment which he has written in the dreary 
confines of his steel cell since his aban- 
donment to his fate by the women who 
would save their reputations and possi- 
bly their livea at his expense. 
This is 
treating upon, matters about which a 
question of veracity might suggest itself. 
He enters into details with a minuteness 
that leaves no room for doubt, giving 
dates, cities, hotels, numV)ers of rooms, 
etc., in which his liaisonn wifhihe wo- 
men were had, and all witii a frankness 
that challenges iuveHtigation and disarms 
denial. 


The narrative commences with his in- 
trodnctioii into t h e Malloy family after 
his discharge from the Indiana peniten- 
tiary ii! 1881, and. ends with his arrest in 
this city for bigamy on January 29, 1886. 
In no place does 'he touch upon either 
t h e charge of bigamy or murder, avoid- 
ing 
them 
scrupulously and confining 
himself to an unveiling of hypocrisy b y 
ail expose of the adulterous relations that 
existed between him.self and Mrs. Mol- 
loy an i her foster daughter, CoraE. Lee. 
His reasons for this are given in the 
opening paragraph, as follows: 


To T H E 
P U B I I I C — I n putting forth the 
following statement I make no preten- 
sions of being actuated by that high and 
holy impulse, a desire to improve so- 
ciety or raise the tone of public morals. 
Having been adjured by virs. Emma 
Molloy .and Mrs. Cora E. Graham to 
"tell the truth and nothing but the 
tanth" 
in this matter, and these ladies 
having 
ventilated 
their 
opinions of 
the writer with a freedom that is charm 
ing (?) to contemplate and shown a fa- 
miliarity with adjectives that would have 
delighted Lindley Murray, I have con- 
clnded, as an addenda to their adjura- 
tion, to tell the whole truth. 


He then reproached his second wife, 
Cora, for her desertion in his extremity 
and her apparent determination to save 
herself and allow him to be saorifioed, 
and adds: 
<* Whether Mi«. Cteabam wiU 
teulj 


have so very much cause for congratula- 
tion is a question about which tbery may 
be two opinions. 
When the reader has 
reached the conclusion of this o'er true 
tale he or she jnay conclude that, how- 
ever guilty I may be, Cora Graham and 
Emma Molloy are in no position to join 
in the chorns against me. • * * i 
must say that if there had been no Emma 
Molloy or Cora Lee there would be no 
George Graham in the steel cage of 
Green county to night. " 


He then enters into a circumstantial 
detail of his life and work after going 
with Mrs. Molloy to Chicago, where he 
was engaged with the publishers of-^the 
Morning and Day of Reform, 
to which 
Mrs. M. was a "valued contributor" and 
associate editor. 
This was in the early 
part of 1882, in April, and about that 
time Mrs. Molloy was divorced from her 
husband. 
Shortly after this he engaged 
Mrs. Molloy to go to Fort Wayne to use 
her powers of persuasion upon his wife, 
Sarah Graham, to induce her to live 
with him again. 
Mrs. Graham was ob- 
durate and refused to leave her father, 
and in connection with this visit of-JVIrs. 
Molloy, Graham writes: 


"The women who were to have such a 
dire effect upon each other's lives then 
met for the first time. " 


It was then that be went with the D. 
C. Cook publishing house on its removal 
to Elgin. 
In Julv he went to Fort 
Wayne and brought his wife and two 
boys to Elgin, and in the following No- 
vember Mrs, Molloy was induced to 
make her home in Elgin. 
Here they 
were thrown together a good deal and 
Graham records in a matter-of-fact way: 
"We had grown very friendly, and 
though nothing improper had transpired 
between us up to this timeshe frequently 
sat in my lap and kissed me." 


Graham's smouldering love for Mrs. 
Molloy burst into a flame November 17, 
and he unbosomed himself. 
She pro- 
tested mildly, but on the 17th of Decem- 
ber at her own house in Elgin the first 
instance of criminal intimacy between 
the two occurred. 
After that the greater 
portion of his evenings were spent at 
Mrs. Molloy's house when she was not 
away . on- evangelical work, and the 
repetition of the offense was frequent, 
the narrative in each place particulariz- 
ing as to date and place. 


Cora Lee, the adopted daughter, was 
an inmate of the house at the time, and 
Graham asserts that on Christmas after- 
noon, 1882, Mrs. Molloy in a confiden- 
tial mood 


"Told Cora of the intimacy between 
myself and her, and also between herself 
and Rev. J. J. Talbott, who was 4heu 
deceased, but who in life had been a 
very promicent member of the I. O. G. 
T. in Indiana, and who died at her home 
in Elkhart, Ind., in 1876. 
Mr. Talbott 
was probably better known through In- 
diana, Kentucky and the east than any 
other temperance orator of his day. 
Her open intimacy at that time came 
near separating Mr. and Mrs. Molloy, 
but neither party was willing to give up 
the son Frank. " 


He adds that on Jan. 1 Mrs. Molloy 
left for Richmond, Ind., to hold a series 
of revival meetings, and in this connec- 
tion says: 


"She never admitted that she really 
loved me until on this Richmond trip, 
when one morning I received a letter 
from her which fairly electrified me. 
She had copied the most 
passionate 
poems from Ella 
Wheeler's 'Poems of 
Passion,' and sent them to me as her let- 
ter. I intended to fortify all doubtful 
position in this statement with copius ex- 
tracts from her letters, but on the niglit 
of the day on which the body of Sarah 
Graham was found on the Molloy farm 
Mrs. Cora Lee-Graham burnt the most 
of my letters—an accumulation of years 
of correspondence. 
Stiil she did not get 
all, as I had sòme with me in the jail to 
which I can occasionally refer." 


On the 4th day of January, 1883, at 
the Molloy residence in Elgin, he writes 
that the first instance of criminal inti- 
macy occurred between himself and the 
girl, Cora Lee, and from that time until 
his unlawful marriage with her last July 
his lordly ai tendance was about equally 
divided between the two women. 


This was all going on while Graham's 
own family were living at Elgin, and a 
knowledge of it coming to his wife's 
ears made trouble, which finally resulted 
in her return to her father in Indiana. 


On March 3, 1883, the record 
reads: 
Cora became encient 
and on May 21 an 
abortion was produced by a Dr. D. E. 
B 
, of Elgiu. 
Twice afterward he 


At Union Depot hotel, Kansas City, 
May 1, 1885, Graham and Mrs. Molloy 
occupied room 7. 


At Morgan house, Kansas City, May 
17, 1885, Graham and Cora Lee occu- 
pied the same room and registered as 
George E. Graham and wife. 


When Mrs. Molloy removed to Wash- 
ington, Kansas, in 1884, and assumed the 
publication of the Morning and Day of 
Meform, 
Graham accompanied her and 
acted as business manager while she held 
revivals and conducted temperance cam- 
paigns. 
The foregoing is an imperfect 
skeleton of the sensational dis closure, 
with regard to which the author says in 
one place: 


I am perfectly well aware that much 
that is said here will seem improbable, 
and yet on oath, point blank,Idonot be- 
lieve Cora or Mrs. Molloy will deny my 
statements. 


He refers to certain persons who pos- 
sess a knowledge of some of the facts re- 
cited, among them being a Mrs. Lina T. 
Peake, of Laporte, Ind., and Mrs. Mar- 
tha Wessner, of Washington, Kas. He 
concludes as follows: 


"It may be true, as Solomon says, that 
the 'words of woman are as sweet as 
honey and smooth as oil, but her end is 
bitter as wormwood and sharp as a two- 
edged sword.' I have the consolation, 
small though it be, of knowing 
that 
though my bark goes down amid the 
turbid waters of illicit love, the shores of 
time are covered with just such wrecks."

At Olive house, Crestline, Ohio, Octo- 
ber 8, 1882. 
Registered as B. F. Mal- 
lory and wife. 
This was just afteo Mrs. 
Molloy had wound up her famous tem- 
perance campaign in Ohio. 


At Breevort house, Chicago, 28th of 
February, 1884. 
Graham and Cora Lee 
stopped and occupied room 13. 


At Union Depot hotel, Kansas City, 
April 22 or 23, 1884, Graham, Mrs. Mol- 
loy and Cora Lee occupied room 8 and 
registered as George E. Graham, wife 
and mpther. 
The day following they 
went to Independence, Mo., and stopped 
three or four days at the Laclede hotel. 


At Union Depot hotel, Kansas City 
June 6, 1884, George Graham and Mrs. 
Molloy occupied room 8 or 10, and re- 
m a i n ^ all night. 


At Breevort house, Ohicago, July 16, 
1884, Graham and Cora Lee occupied 
aame room. 


Leaves $500,000 to His Daugh- 
ter, 31 rs. U. S. Grant, Jr.

N E W Y O K E , March 22,—At the time of 
ex Senator J. B. Chaffee's death it was 
supposed that he had left no will, and 
that all his property would go to his 
daughter Fannie, Mrs. U. S. Grant, jr. 
It was known that he had made a will in 
1880, making several legacies to rela- 
tives. But this was at a time when he 
considered himself worth at least a mil- 
lion dollars and before he had lost $500,- 
000 in the Grant & Ward failures. He 
talked at different times about adding a 
codicil cutting off these legacies. I t 
seems never to have been done, for while 
looking over some of the senator's pos- 
sessions in his trunk, at the Grant farm 
in Putnam county, his son-in-law came 
upon this will intact I t leaves, first of 
all, $500,000 to his daughter. Then there 
are legacies of about $300,000 to rela- 
tives. 


Ex-Senator Jerome B. Chaffee, who re- 
rvntly died at the home of his only daughter, 
Mrs. U. S. Grant, Jr., was a man who during 
life had numerous reverses of fortune. He 
was born hi northern New York sixty-two 
years ago, and began life as a grocer s clerk. 
At the age of 22 he went into th«i dry goods 
business at Adrian, Mich., and later in St, 
Joseph, ^ilo. In ia59 the famous "Pike's ^«ak 
or bust" fever swept 
Mr. Chaffee west- 
ward to Colorado. 
U'lien he set foot in 
what is now the 
prosperous a n d 
wealthy city of Den- 
ver, it was only a 
camping ground. 
He was one of the<J- 
first arrivals and 
one of the founders 
of the first town 
govei*nm e n t. H e 
invested his money 
in Ian d, 
m i n i n g 
claims aji(i mining 
ventures. As .-ai-ly as 18(j1 ho began the busi- 
ness of crusliiiig and reducing ore in a little 
.st'imp mill. This and other veiituras brought 
him rich retui-iis. In the succeeding twenty- 
five years his fortune at times reached i;.S,(XXJ,- 
(XX), but shi-iakage of values and losses in 
speculation swept away a large part of his 
wealth. 
\Vlien Colorado was made a terri- 
tory' ho became a delegate to congress, and 
fought Fiesident Johnson for its atiniis.sion 
as a stato. In 187.5 ho opix>sed \igorously 
G<;n. Grant's nomination of Gen. McCook to 
be governor of Colorado. 
This antagonism 
ho kojjt until 187(), when tho two hiid a 
mooting at the White House, buried their 
diflorences and started a friendship that was 
to bo slightly broken at a later period. 
This 
was in 1880 by Senator Chaffee's opposi- 
tion to the thii-d term movement. 
In ISSI, 
while the senator was Ij-ing ill at the Fifth 
Avenue hotel, attended by his daughter, U. 
S. Grant, Jr., callefl to renew his acquaint- 
ance with Miss Chaffee, which had l)een 
formed in Washington, and kept up his visits 
until they were married in 18fS2. Thw mar- 
riage broii^^ht about between Gen* (rraiit and 
Senator Cliaffee an 
intimacy that grew 
closer with l ach succeeding year. 
The sena- 
tor inve.six'd a large amount of monev with 
Grant & AVard, and lost S.500,000 in cue lump 
in the closing days of that affair.

He left his big pension to the children 
of his second wife, leaving the children 
of his first wife penniless. 


A conference between the officers o^ 
the Central Union Telephone company 
and a committee representing the com- 
mon council of Indianapolis, was held 
Saturday afternoon to consider a propo- 
sition for the repeal of an ordinance 
granting to the telephone company the 
use of the streets for pole« and wires.

BEDS jilTD SEDKOOMS. 


Beds in some parts of the world—in 
Persia and in the far east—^have very 
generally served as couches, and even | 
as thrones of state during the daytime. 
Those of the ancient Persians were of 
gold. 
The bed on which the Sultan of 
Turkey used to receive ambassadors in 
the porch or "sublime porte" (gate) of 
his palace is still shown, and is overlaid 
with plates of jjure gold set with jewels, 
and covered by a t^ester on golden 
posts. 
"Western nations have not made 
a display of their riches in such a shape j 
as this. 
The beds of our ancestors j 
were bags filled Avdth straw or leaves j 
(litter, from the Latin legere, to col-1 
lect; lectum, a bed), like the modern j 
palliasse, 
Imt not upholstered 
or j 
squared with modern neatness. The 
bag could be opened and the litter re- 
made daily, as the traveled reader will 
have experienced with the mattress of 
old-fashioned inns in Italy. There were 
few bedrooms in the houses of ancient 
England. 
The master and mistress of 
the Anglo-Saxon house had a chamber 
or shed built against the wall that en- 
closed the mansion and its dependen- 
cies; 
their daughter 
had the same. 
Young men and guests slept in the 
great hall, which was the only noticea- 
ble room in the house, on benches ana 
taldes. 
Woolen coverlids were provided 
for warmth; poles on which they could 
hang their clothes, or hooks projecting 
from the wall; perches were provided 
for their hawks. 
Attendants and ser- 
vants slept upon the floor. Bedding of 
this rough kind could be stored away 
during the day, and as many guests 
could be accommodated as there was 
room for in the hall. 
All the rooms of 
the house, such as the hall, the chaj^el, 
the sleeping-rooms against the walls, 
the oflices, were on the ground 
floor. 
After a time a room was built above the 
hall, called the solar, a chamber which 
admitted the sun freely, and had occa- 
sionally a gallery or terrace on which to 
take the air. I t was approached by 
outside steps, and the terrace was proba- 
bly a long landing-place or open-air 
passage.

There are hundreds of persons who 
are called on to testify in this and otl^er 
courts who have as decided objections 
on similar grounds to kissing the book, 
but are without the courage of this }iar- 
ticular young woman.

cases are possible in "kissing the book."

A Uniontown (Pa.) correspondent of 
the 
Pittsburgh 
Commercial-Gazette 
writes: 
"On the north shore of the 
Monongahela River, a short distance 
above where the British troops crossed 
after their defeat, I have found at dif- 
ferent times some excellent stone spec- 
imens. 
A spring bubbles tip in a small 
ravine that cuts into the banK, which, 
I think, was a favorite place for the 
manufactiire of stone implements by 
the Indians, 
I believe this from hav- 
ing found cons.d-rable 
quantities ol 
chips of flint and a few weapons that 
appear unfinished or broken in their 
manufacture. 
The impiement-s 
wero 
evidently made by a process of peckin;> 
or chipping, by skillfully iipxjlied blows 
of a properly shaped stone. In this art 
the aboriginal manufacturers were very 
expert. 
The blows were 
apparently 
made vertically to the surface of the 
stone, and the fragments chipped off so 
as to produce a peculiar conchoidal 
fracture, whk'h is characteristic of all 
genuine examples. 
In some instances 
the 
weapons 
thus 
formed 
wi»-re 
smoothed by rubbing, but seldom suf- 
ficiently 
to efface the marks of the 
chipping process. 
O'nly when made of 
soft material, such as slate, were they 
highly polislied, and then probably only 
for symbolic or ornamental purposes. 
It may here be said that the most usual 
substance employed is that known aw 
chert, or horn stone, a variety of quartz 
more brittle than 
flint. 
Yellow and 
red jaspe* and chaleeilony were 
also 
employed. 
The frequent use of jasper 
is of interest, from the i'art that no bed 
of this material is found nearer than 
Easton, which shows that some degree 
of commerce was carried on among the 
Indians of the State. 


"Jn my collection of the Braddock 
field implements are four pieces con- 
sisting of bored stone. 
Two of them 
are finished with much skill and care. 
One <'f them has some interesting carv- 
ings in the shaiie of a wolf's head. T t e 
collection also contains some specimens 
of broken pottery, which are especially 
interesting from the archaic character 
of their ornamentation. 
This consists 
of parallel straight lines, sometimes in 
two crossing series, and of rows of rude 
pits. 
There are no curved or angular 
lines, and no simpler or ruder idea of 
ornamentation could be conceived.

Peter Kraven lay dead iu his house 
when the wind swept the roof from it 
and demolished the stable near by.

At Liberty Center every house and 
stable was shattered and soon comes the 
news from all parts of the county.

T h e 
fieaTenly 
W o n d e r s N o w 
Visible Above Us. 


Mercury, Mars and Jupiter, are the 
present conspicnous evening stars. Mer- 
cury is in the west, a few degrees above 
the horizon near the'end of twilight and 
Jupiter as much above the eastern hori- 
zon at the same tima It is seldom that 
Mercury can be seen so easily as now, 
and those wo wish to view it should use 
the present opporttmitj. 
This planet is 
3,000 miles in diameter and 36.000,000 
miles from the sun, not half so large as 
the earth nor half as far from the sun. 
The bright, fiery star about two hours 
above Jupiter is Mars, the two making a 
brilliant pair in the leastem sky. 
Mars 
is about 4,000 miles in diameter and .Ju- 
piter is 85,000, about twenty-one times 
greater. 
Mars is now 50,000,000 miles 
from the earth and Jupiter is eight times 
as far. Mars moves through the heav- 
ens eastward faster than Jupiter and 
will come up with it so they will be near 
together on the 28th of June. They will 
then be in the western sky two or three 
hours high at 9 o'lclock in the evening.

•anoe crusades, and wherever she wont 
'her converts were numbered by hun- 
dreds. In the temperance campaigns of 
•Ohio aud Indiana she attained special 
.prominence, and in a tonr of England n 
few years Rgo she electrified tho slow- 
-going inhabitants of tho Isle of Britain 
-and won laurels only less to be prized 
'than those bestowed, both before aud 
•wince, in her owu country. 


At the time of her arrest as an access- 


ory in tho terrible orirae of murder, sho 
waa engaged in the conduct of an unu- 
sually successful revival at Peoria, III., 
and the developments of her trial thus 
far have been such RS to shook those 
who believed in tho purity of her char- 
acter.

After that the greater 
portion of his evenings were spent af 
Mrs. Mollo>'s house when she was nol 
away . on- evangelical work, aud the 
repetition of the oftenflo was frequent, 
tho narrative in each place particulariz- 
ing as to date and place. 


Cora Lee, the adopted daughter, was 


an inmate of the house at the time, nn<i 
Graham asserts that on Christmas after- 
noon, 1882, Mrs. Molloy in a confiden- 
tial mood 


Told Cora of tho intimacy between 


myself and her, and also between herseH 
and Rev. J. J. Talbott, wbo was tfheu 
deceased, bnt who in life had been a 
very premie eat member of the I. 0, G. 
T. in Indiana, and who died at her home 
in Elklmrt, Ind., in J87G. 
Mr. Talbott 


was probably better known through In- 
diana, Kentucky and the oast than any 
other temperance orator of his day. 
Her open intimacy at that time came 
near separating Mr. and Mrs. Molloy, 
bnt neither party waa willing to give up 
the sou Frank." 


Ho adds that on Jan. 1 Mrs. Molloy 


left for Eichmond, lud,, to hold a series 
of revival meetings, and in this connec- 
tion says: 


"She never admitted that uho really 


loved mo until on this Richmond trip, 
when one morning I received a letter 
from her which fairly electrified me. 
She had copied tho most passionate 
poems from Ella Wheeler's 'Poems of 
Passion,' and sent them to mo as her let- 
tor. I intended to fortify all doubtful 
position in this statement with copius ex- 
tracts from her letters, but on the night 
of the day on which tlio body of Sarah 
Graham was found on tho Molloy farm 
Mrs. Cora Lee-Graham burnt tho most 
of ray letters—an accumulation of years 
of correspondence. Still she did not get 
all, as I had some with me in tlie jail to 
which I can occasionally refer." 


On tho 4th day of January, 1883, at 


the Molloy residence in Elgin, he writes 
that the first instance of criminal inti- 
macy occurred between himself and the 
girl, Cora Lee, and from that time until 
bis unlawful marriage with her last July 
his lordly attendance was about equally 
divided between the two women. 


This was all going on while Graham's 


own family were Jiving at Elgin, and a 
knowledge of it coming to his wife's 
earn mudo trouble, which finally resulted 
in her return to her father in Indiana. - 


On March 8, 1883, the record reads:

Yellow and 
red jaspe* and chalcedony woro also 
employed. Tho frequent nso of jasper 
s of interest, from tlio t'act that no bod 
of tin's material is found nearer than 
^aston, which shows that some degree 
of commerce was carried on. among tho 
"ndiaus of the State. 


'In ray collection of the Braddock 


leld implements arc four pieces con- 
sisting of bored stono.

EVENING STAKS. 


The 
Heavenly Wonders Now 


Visible Above Us. 


Mercury, Mars and Jupiter, are the 


present conspicuous evening stars. Mer- 
cury is in tho west, a few degrees above 
the horizon near the'end of twilight and 
Jupiter as much above the eastern hori- 
zon at tho same time. It a seldom that 
jVIerom-y can be seen so easily as iiow, 
and those wo wish to view it should use 
the present opportunity. This planet is 
3,000 miles iu diameter and 36.000,000 
miles from tie snn, not half so large as 
the earth nor half as far from, the sun. 
The bright, fiery star, about two hours 
above Jupiter is Mars, the two making a 
brilliant pair in the eastern sky. Mars 
is about. 4,000 lililes in diameter and Ju- 
piter ia 85,000, about tweuty-ono times 
greater. Mars is now 50,000,000 miles 
from tho earth and Jnpiteris eight times 
as far. . Mars moves through the heav- 
ens eastward faster than Jupiter and 
will come up with it«o they -will be near 
together on tho 28th of June. They will 
then be in the western sky two or three 
hours high at 9 -o'clock in tire evening.
